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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: with regards to claim 1 , the claim merely recites 
a synthetic rubber composition having two components in equal parts. This composition is sufficient for use as a piston seal, as disclosed 
in the instant application. The prior art teaches a synthetic rubber composition having the recited components in the required amounts. 
As such it is the opinion of the examiner that the rubber composition of Melvin would have been capable of use in a variety of 
environments other than the one environment mentioned in Melvin, since the composition taught in Melvin is substantially the same as the 
composition of the instant application. It is the opinion of the examiner that one of ordinary skill in the art would have considered the 
teachings of Melvin when having searched for guidance regarding the composition of a synthetic rubber composition used as a seal. In 
particular a seal requiring good resistance to weathering as well as good sealing properties. Each feature is ideal for a good piston seal. 
As such the prior art of Melvin is considered relevant to the claimed invention. With regards to claim 16, the instant application mentions 
process oil as being used during a kneading process that occurs with the addition of carbon black. Melvin teaches two terpolymer 
compositions, one of which is oil extended and thus does not require the addition of hydrocarbon oil during the addition of carbon black. 
As such this terpolymer composition is broadly interpeted as having no process oil, since it appears the definition of a process oil is an oil 
added during the addition of carbon black. As such the rejections are maintained.
